Public  Health  Department  cannot  be  measured  in  easily 
aefined  terms  but  is  reflected  in  the  large  amount  of 
routine  work  which  has  to  be  done  in  order  to  maintain 
the  standards  already  achieved.  There  is  still  much  to 
oe  aone,  however,  especially  in  determining  the  cause 

v!°d  aild  control  of  many  diseases,  such  as 

we  have  with  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Fever,  and  in 

educating  the  public  to  a higher  standard’ of  personal 
ana  public  hygiene,  which  would  eliminate  a large  amount 
oi  unnecessary  sickness  and  reduce  the  heavy  bill  for 
Hospitals  and  sickness  benefits.,  and  increase  the 
national  output.  At  the  moment,  the  cost  of  the  whole 
° , "k?16  Local  Authority  Health  Services  - excluding  the 
Amoulance  Service  - is  less  than  the  cost  of  the 
medicine  alone  supplied  through  the  national  Health 
Service,  while  only  about  1.5%  of  the  total  expenditure 
on  Health  Services  is  for  direct  preventive  work.

Medicine  will  be  realised  before  the  efficiency  of  the 
service  drops  severely  through  lack  of  public  interest 
and  adequate  funds.

I am  pleased  to  report  increasing  co-operation  in 
the  notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  It  is  not 
generally  understood,  however,  that  the  head  of  the 
family  jbo  which  the  patient  belongs,  or  the  nearest 
relative,  has  a duty  under  the  Act  to  notify  the  occurr- 
ence of  Infectious  Disease  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  this  matter  being  usually  left  to  the  General 
Practitioner  seeing  the  case. 

FOOD  POISONING  OUTBREAKS. 

There  was  no  major  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  during 
195C.  A small  outbreak , limited  to  one  family,  was 
investigated  during  the  year,  with  the  aid  of  the  Swindon 
Area  Pathological  Laboratory.  The  source  of  the  outbreak 
was  traced  to  cream  buns  which  were  purchased  in  another 
area  and  which  were  found  to  be  contaminated  with 
Staphylococcus  Aureus  organisms. 
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The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  District  in  which  the  Bakery  w as  situated, 
and  on  inspection  the  Bakery  was  found  to  be  very  unsatis- 
factory. One  employee  had  recently  had  a septic  cut  on  her 
finger . 

A few  other  suspected  cases  of  mild  food  poisoning  were 
investigated  during  the  year,  but  the  diagnoses  were  not 
confirmed. 

During  the  year  use  was  made  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  Central  Office  of  Information  to  provide  film 
displays  and  lectures  on  Food  Hygiene  at  Cricklade  (Town 
Hall),  Wootton  Bassett  (United  Dairies  Creamery),  and 
Latton  (C .W. S. Creamery ) . The  willing  co-operation  of  the 
managements  of  the  two  Dairies  and  the  local  Women's 
Institutes  in  arranging  these  talks  is  much  appreciated. 

Another  step  taken  during  the  year  to  improve  the 
standards  of  hygiene  in  our  food-handling  establishments 
was  the  making  by  this  Authority  of  new  Bye-Laws  relating 
to  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food,  and  Sale  of 
Food  in  the  open  air. 

Every  Food-handling  Establishment  has  been  provided 
with  a copy  of  these  Bye-Laws,  and  inspections  are  being 
made  to  ensure  that  they  are  being  complied  with. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  number  of  new  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  reported  during  the  year  were  again  very 
few  indeed  (9)-  This  compares  very  favourably  with 
previous  years .

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A survey  of  the  Tuberculosis  Register  revealed  that  since 
1920,  494  original  entries  had  been  made.  Cf  these  109 
persons  are  known  to  have  died,  89  are  known  to  have 
recovered,  while  99  still  require  supervision  or  treatment. 
Of  the  remainder  many  have  left  the  District,  and  a few 
were  receiving  no  treatment. 


HOUSING  OF  TUBERCULOSIS  PATIEUTS . 


During  the  year  three  cases  were  referred  by  the  Chest 
Physician  for  consideration  for  re-housing.  These  cases 
are  classified  as  follows;

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUITIZATIQIT 

Diphtheria  Immunization  is  carried  out  systematically 
throughout  the  District  by  General  Practitioners,  and  by 
County  Medical  Officers  in  homes,  ITurseries,  Welfare 
Centres  and  Schools. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children 
immunized  during  the  year,  and  it  will  be  seen  that 
although  approximately  82$  of  the  children  between  the 
ages  of  5 and  14  years  have  been  immunized,  only  47 $ °f 
the  younger  children  have  thus  been  protected  against 
Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  was  suspended  for  a while 
during  the  summer  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Poliomyelitis 
in  neighbouring  districts,  and  this  no  doubt  accounts  in 
part  for  the  low  figure,  but  every  effort  must  be  made  to 
increase  this  figure  in  1951*

VACCINATION . 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  repealed  the 
provisions  for  the  compulsory  vaccination  of  children 
and  the  appointment  of  Public  Vaccinators. 

Vaccination  is  now  only  done  by  the  General 
Practitioners,  upon  request  b}r  the  parent,  and  during 
1950  only  11.2 % of  children  born  during  the  year  were 
thus  protected  against  Smallpox.  This  is  a slight 
improvement  over  1949?  but  is  still  most  unsatisfactory. 

With  the  development  of  air  transport  on  a large 
scale,  the  risk  of  Smallpox  being  brought  into  the 
country  undetected  is  increased  enormously,  and  the 
likelihood  of  Smallpox  epidemics  correspondingly 
increased.  This  fact  is  obviously  still  not  appreciated 
by  the  public,  and  their  consciences  are  lulled  by  the 
insidious  and  fallacious  propaganda  of  the  anti- 
vaccination Societies. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 . 

Section  47*  Removal  to  suit able  premises  of 
Persons  in  need  of  care  and  at tent- on. 


During  the  year  several  cases  were  investigated  and 
dealt  with,  but  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  it 
was  not  found  necessary  to  obtain  a Court  Order  for  the 
removal  of  any  persons  against  their  will  from  their 
h ome  s . 

It  is  felt  that  this  step  is  one  that  should  only  be 
considered  after  all  the  assistance  that  can  be  given 
by  Home  Helps,  District  Nurses,  National  Assistance 
Officers,  and  Welfare  Officers,  etc.,  has  failed  to 
provide  the  care  and  attention  needed,  and  it  is  felt 
that  there  is  a need  for  more  co-ordination  of  these 
services  which  are  available  to  assist  the  aged  and 
infirm.

6.  Housing  Applications. 

The  number  of  interviews  with  applicants  for 
Council  Houses  and  letters  received  re  applications 
during  the  year  were  again  numerous.  Investigations 
into  the  housing  conditions  of  every  applicant 
residing  in  the  district  were  carried  out  and  checks 
made  on  the  information  given  on  the  application 
forms.  The  names  and  addresses  and  all  essential 
details  are  entered  in  a Housing  Register. 

Prior  to  October,  1950,  applications  for  Council 
Houses  were  accepted  from  any  person,  irrespective 
of  where  they  lived.  In  October,  the  Council 
resolved  that  unless  the  applicant  is  working  in 
the  district,  or  has  resided  in  the  district  for 
at  least  12  months  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of 
application,  the  application  shall  not  be  accepted, 
provided  that  although  the  application  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements,  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  shall  bring  any  application 
which  he  is  of  opinion  should  be  accepted,  to  the 
notice  of  the  Housing  Committee,  who  shall  accept 
or  reject  the  said  application. 


There  has  been  a considerable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses  during  1950.

The  temporary  dwellings  consist  of  ex-army  huts  at 
Ashton  Keynes,  Cricklade,  Lydiard  Park  and  Wootton 
Bassett  (Manor  Paddock) . Those  at  Cricklade  (Blakehill) 
and  Lydiard  Park  have  been  converted  to  provide  bedrooms, 
living  rooms,  kitchenettes,  small  bathrooms  and  internal 
w.c.'s.  IT o conversion  work  has  been  carried  out  at  any 
• of  the  remaining  huts,  and  these  arc  being  demolished 
as  they  become  vacant. 

Manor  House,  Wootton  Bassett,  was  converted  to  six 
flats  (Wootton  Bassett  Manor  Flats)  and  these  are  re-let 
as  the  tenants  are  moved  to  Council  Houses. 

There  were  also  70  temporary  dwellings  at  Lydiard 
Park,  Lydiard  Tregoze . These  were  huts  converted  and 
owned  by  Swindon  Corporation.

11 . Verminous  Premises. 

Four  houses  were  found  to  be  infested,  three  by 
fleas  and  one  by  bugs.  The  house  infested  by  bugs 
had  the  heaviest  infestation  seen  for  a number  of 
years,  and  necessitated  two  additional  treatments  at 
six-weekly  intervals,  so  as  to  make  sure  that  the 
vermin  had  been  eradicated.  The  houses  were  treated 
with  block  disinfestat ors  and  by  D.D..T.,  and  a furthe 
inspection  was  made  so  as  to  make  certain  that  the 
work  had  been  successful.

WATER  SUPPLIED 


12 . Sources . 

Most  of  the  water  supplied  throughout  the  district 
is  obtained  from  a bore-hole  situated  at  Ashton 
Keynes.  This  bore-hole  has  a mild  steel  linung 
27  inches  in  diameter  for  a depth  of  88  feet  and 
a C.  I. .lining  18  inches  in  diameter  for  a depth 
of  173  feet,°  the  annular  space  being  filled  with 
cement  grout . The  bore-hole  is  unlined  for  a further 
depth  of  127  feet,  Its  diameter  being  15  inches. 

The  total  depth  of  the  bore-hole  is  3C0  feet. 

Additional  sources  of  supply  are  obtained  from 
an  adit  driven  into  the  chalk  hills  at  Olyffe  Pypard 
and  from  springs  at  Broad  Town. 

A small  supply  obtained  from  a well,  supplies 
Thornhill,  a part  of  the  parish  of  Broad  Town. 
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A small  number  of  houses  and  farms  in  the  parish 
of  Clyffe  Pypard  are  connected  to  a private  water 
supply . 


13 • Storage

14.  Distribution 

The  main  reservoir  situated  at  Hook  is  fed  by 
a 10  inch  rising  main  from  the  Ashton  Keynes  bore-hole. 
The  Oricklade  reservoir  is  supplied  from  the  same 
source  through  a 3 inch  main.  The  Ashton  Keynes 
storage  tank  is  also  supplied  from  this  source. 

Water  is  pumped  to  these  reservoirs  and  tank. 

The  Purton  and  Wootton  Bassett  storage  tanks  are 
fed  by  gravity  from  the  Hook  reservoir.  This 
reservoir  can  also  supply  the  Ashton  Keynes  and 
Clyffe  Pypard  tanks,  but  the  latter  is  usually  fed 
by  gravity  from  the  Clyffe  Pypard  heading.  The 
elevated  tank  at  Bradenstoke  is  fed  by  water  pumped 
from  a storage  tank  at  Lyneham  R. A. F. Station,  this 
storage  tank  being  supplied  by  gravity  from  Hook 
reservoir . 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  these 
reservoirs  and  tanks  through  mains  varying  in  size 
from  8 inches  to  1-J  inches. 

15*  17  water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  from 

public  supplies  and  56  from  private  sources  and 
submitted  for  analysis.

All  animals  are  slaughtered  for  human  consumption 
in  a centralised  slaughterhouse  which  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

There  was  an  increased  number  of  animals  killed 
compared  with  the  number  slaughtered  in  1949- 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  affected  with 
disease  was  very  slight,  but  there  was  a 5$  increase  in 
the  amount  of  meat  condemned  for  Tuberculosis,  with 
a corresponding  decrease  in  the  amount  affected  with 
other  diseases.  The  percentage  of  calves  affected  with 
Tuberculosis  was  slightly  lower. 

VThenever  the  necessary  details  are  available,  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Veterinary  Surgeon 
is  notified  of  cases  of  congenital  Tuberculosis.  If  the 
dam  can  be  traced,  he  makes  an  examination,  and  excellent 
results  have  been  obtained  as  the  result  of  this  liaison.

2o . Ice  Cream 

There  were  only  3 premises  on  which  ice  cream  was 
made,  but  there  were  15  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream. 


Samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  throughout  the 
ycar,_l6  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  district  and 
3 of  ice  cream  sold  in  the  district  but  made  outside  the 
area.  Besides  the  usual  tests  for  grading  purposes, 
an  analysis  of  the  fat  content  was  carried  out.  The 
percentage  of  fat  ranged  from  12. 6l  to  3-27,  and  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  every  sample  was  placed  in  Grade  1. 

23 . Food  Promises. 

A salient  feature  of  the  work  of  the  year  was  the 
steady  improvement'  in  the  facilities  provided  at  food 
premises  after  requests  by  this  Department  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  13  of  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1338, 
and  also  later  in  the  year  under  the  Model  Food  Bye-Laws 
made  under  Section  15  of  the  same  Act.  The  Food  Bye-Laws 
came  into  force  in  September  of  the  year,  and  all  premises 
affected  were  visited,  a copy  of  the  new  Bye-Laws  was 
presented  and  the  proprietor's  signature  was  obtained 
for  the  same.

In  May,  assistance  was  given  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  the  organisation  of  two  film  shows  to  food- 
handling workers,  on  the  subject  of  safe  food.  The 
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The  official  films  "Another  case  of  Food  Poisoning" 
and  "Fly  about  the  House"  were  shown  to  workers  at 
Uootton  Bassett  and  Latton,  with  the  helpful 
co-operation  of  the  Managers  of  the  United  Dairies 
Factory,  Wootton  Bassett,  and  the  C .77. S .Factory,  Latton. 
The  attendance  by  workers  from  these  two  Factories  was 
good,  but  the  response  from  the  workers  in  retail 
premises  in  the  area,  all  of  whom  had  been  circularised, 
was  very  bad. 

Good  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  local  Food 
Office  on  the  subject  of  Catering  Licences,  in  that  no 
Catering  Licence  is  issued  until  the  applicant  can 
produce  a certificate  of  suitability  of  premises  from 
the  Local  Sanitary  Authority,  \7ork,  comprising  the 
provision  of  hot  water,  suitable  wash-ups,  adequate 
drainage  and  suitable  food  stores,  were  requested  at 
four  Cafes,  two  food-preparing  premises  and  three 
shops,  and  the  requirements  at  each  separate  premise 
were  carried  out  at  all  but  two  of  the  premises  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

30 . Licenced  Houses. 

Catering  Licences  were  applied  for  by  13  Licenced 
Housed,  and  in  all  cases  improvements  were  required, 
and  in  11  cases  the  work  was  completed  in  the  year. 

In  many  cases  the  provision  of  facilities  for  catering 
were  not  the  only  matters  at  these  premises  which 
needed  attention,  and  Bars  without  hot  water, 
unsatisfactory  drainage,  insufficient  sanitary 
accommodation  and  absence  of  proper  wash-ups  were 
defects  discovered  at  these  Houses  at  the  time  of 
inspection.  Improvements  covering  all  or  some  of 
these  points  were  carried  out  at  <0  houses  during  the 
year.  Inspections  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and 
Bye-Laws  will  reveal  more  of  these  houses  where 
necessary  improvements  are  required,  but  the  licensing 
ceiling  fixed  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  makes  it 
imperative  that  the  inspections  covering  this  work  must 
be  carefully  staggered,  for  the  owners  of  Licenced 
Premises  are  alive  to  modern  requirements,  and  in 
most  cases  are  only  too  willing  to  carry  out  works 
which,  if  all  flushed  into  a short  period  of  all-out 
activity  on  this  subject  by  this  Department,  would 
create  a ludicrous  situation,  both  for  the  departments 
of  these  companies  and  the  local  Sanitary  Authority. 

The  fact  that  approximately  15^  of  the  premises  have 
been  attended  to  on  some  or  all  of  these  points,  and 
that  quite  a number  of  the  remainder  are  satisfactory, 
proves  that  the  next  three  or  four  years  should  show 
an  amazing  advance  in  the  modernisation  of  sanitary 
and  cleansing  facilities  at  these  premises. 

31 • Registration  of  Premises  (Section  14) 

Premises  on  which  ice  cream  is  manufactured,  stored 
or  sold,  and  on  which  is  carried  out  the  preparation 
or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled 
or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale,  including  the 
preparation  of  meat  or  fish  by  the  process  of  cooking, 
must  be  registered  under  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The 
number  of  these  premises  increased  by  6 during  the  year.

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32 . Food  Poisoning. 

The  Department  was  concerned  with  two  cases  of 
suspected  food  poisoning  during  the  year,  in  which 
parties  from  this  district  were  affected  by  food 
consumed  outside  the  district. 


In  the  first  case,  23  persons  visited  a seaside 
resort  on  a trip  and  in  the  following  early  hours  on 
return,  5 men  and  6 women  suffered  with  sickness  and/or 
diarrhoea.  Details  of  the  trip,  and.  as  far  as  could  be 

ascertained,  the  addresses  of  the  places  where  the  food 
and  drink  were  taken,  were  obtained.  There  was  only  one 
meal  which  was  partaken  by  all  the  persons.  The  Sanitary 

was^cont  nn+eA  -AAR  A ln  this  meal  was  consumed 

was  contacted  and  a full  report  01  the  irrve s.tigations 
passed  to  him.  Faecal  specimens  were  ootaineu 

from  the  affected  persons  and  transmitted  to  the  Public 
Tl&alth  Laboratory,  Swindon.  The  illness  was  not  serious,

only  one  man  had  to  stay  away  from  work 


In  the  second  case,  a man  and  his  wife  on  a visit  to 
another  district,  consumed  cakes  at  a cafe  and  brought 
more  home  with  them.  Sickness  and  diarrhoea  were  again 
tne  symptoms,  and  samples  of  the  food  and  excreta  were 
taken  to  the  laboratory  as  above.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
was  informed  at  the  other  end,  and  he  was  successful  m 
tracing  the  trouble  to  a girl  who  delivered  the  pastries 
having  a septic  finger. 


One  case  of  Paratyphoid  was  investigated  in  the 
district,  involving  a child  of  a family  of  four.  These 
investigations  failed  to  isolate  the  cause  of  the 
trouble,  but  check  specimens  were  taken  and  advice  given 
as  to  the  necessary  precautions  to  be  taken.  The  trouble 
did  not  spread  to  the  rest  of  the  family  or  elsewhere.

The  usual  enquiries  were  made  in  every  case  of 
Infectious  Disease  reported  and  arrangements  made 

to  Switch  contacts  engaged  in  food  trades  from 
handling  food  or  alternatively  in  the  case  of  milk 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  supply  in  question^ to  be 
pasteurised.  Excellent  co-operation  is  obtained  from 
the  Managers  of  the  two  large  milk  Factories  and  any 
Farmers  affected  by  cases  amongst  their  workers  or 
families.  One  child  was  discharged  from  Isolation 
Hospital  as  a chronic  Dysentery  patient. 
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Unfortunately,  the  house  is  not  in  a parish  which 
has  been  sewered,  and  greater  precautions  had  to  be 
taken.  Instructions  as  to  procedure  were  given  to  the 
Mother,  but  in  spite  of  this,  another  child  of  this 
family  was  admitted  to  Hospital  with  the  disease. 

Stool  specimens  were  taken  from  the  family  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  until  the 
trouble  was  abated. 


36.  ’ TEUTS,  VAilS  A1ID  SHEDS. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  received  to  erect,  station  and  use  movable 
dwellings  in  the  year.  Four  applications  were  refused 
on  the  grounds  of  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation 
and  water  supply,  but  the  dwellings  were  removed  without 
application  to  the  Court  being  necessary. 

Six  modern  type  caravans,  one  converted  public  service 
vehicle  and  one  movable  hutment  were  licenced  during  the 
year  after  the  provision  of  suitable  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion and  water  supply.  One  licenced  caravan  was  re- 
licenced during  the  year  after  removal  to  a more  suitable 
site,  following  a complaint  by  the  local  Parish  Council 
on  its  original  siting.  It  should  be  noted  that  all 
these  dwellings  were  licenced  without  prejudice  to  any 
action  which  may  be  taken  under  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act,  and  words  to  this  effect  were  typed  on 
every  licence. 

Gypsies  caused  little  trouble  during  the  year,  two 
families  only  being  moved  on  by  informal  action. 

Tentative  proposals  were  made  by  one  Farmer,  and  a firm  . 
of  caravan  differs  for  a caravan  site  licence.  ' YJater 
was  available  to  the  site,  but  provision  of  adequate 
drainage  was  difficult,  and  on  being  informed  that  part 
of  the  site  was  subject  to  winter  flooding,  they  decided 
to  drop  the  matter.  However,  this  case  emphasised  the 
fact  that  in  these  days,  with  the  difficult  housing 
situation  and  a small  percentage  of  moving  population 
around  aerodromes  and  public  works  schemes,  the  provision 

a properly  controlled  site  for  approved  caravans 
wgu1ci  do  much  to  relieve  the  proolem  of  workers  on  the 

move.  These  have  little  or  no  chance  of  obtaining 
family  accommodation  or  a house  for  the  short  periods 
they  may  be  working  in  or  around  this  district. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


There  were  complaints  at  one  period  of  the  year 
about  the  emission  of  smoke  and  grit  from  a Milk 
Factory.  This  occurred  when  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  milk  being  handled  by  the  Factory 
and  the  boilers  were  working  to  full  capacity. 

The  Manager  of  the  Factory,  when  approached  on  the 
matter,  stated  that  the  quality  of  the  coal  was  so 
poor  that  it  contributed  to  the  trouble. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewers  serve  the  more  thickly  populated  parts  of 
the  parishes  of  Cricklade,  Purton  and  Wootton 
Bassett.  The  sewage  at  Cricklade  is  treated  by 
sedimentation  tanks  and  then  by  broad  irrigation. 

At  Purton  and  Wootton  Bassett  Sewage  Works  the 
sewage  is  treated  by  passing  it  through  sedimentation 
tanks,  filter  beds  and  humus  tanks,  the  effluents 
passing  to  streams. 

New  Council  House  sites  at  Ashton  Keynes,  Broad 
Town,  Leigh,  Lydiard  Millicent,  Lydiard  Tregoze, 
and  Marston  Meysey  are  sewered  to  small  sewage

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  made  in 
the  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  parishes 
of  Ashton  Keynes,  Cricklade,  Purton  and  Wootton 
Bassett.  Refuse,  pther  than  ashes,  is  collected 
monthly  from  dwellings  in  the  remainder  of  the 
district. 
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Labour  difficulties  were  experienced  throughout 
the  year.  At  no  time  was  there  a full  complement 
of  scavengers,  and  at  times  it  was  exceedingly 
difficult  to  carry  on.  For  a considerable  period 
of  the  year  there  was  only  50^  of  the  normal 
numbe  r of  men  av ai 1 abl e . 

A new  10  cub.yd.  "Dennis'1  refuse  lorry  was  put 
on  the  road  on  January  2nd,  in  place  of  a 7 cub.yd. 
lorry  which  was  worn  out.  There  was  a resulting 
increase  in  the  miles  per  gallon  of  petrol,  but 
owing  to  increased  depreciation  the  running  cost  of 
the  refuse  lorry  was  higher. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping,  tips 
being  situated  at  Cricklade  (Broad  Leaze  Old  Canal) 
and  at  Wootton  Bassett  (land  at  Sewage  Works). 
Unfortunately,  soil  for  tip  covering  was  not 
available  . 

The  tips  are  regularly  rat-baited,  and  there 
are  comparatively  few  rats.  After  refuse  has  been 
tipped  it  is  sprayed  with  a "tip  dressing"  which 
deters  the  infestation  of  the  tips  by  flies  and 
other  insects. 

The  mileage  covered  by  the  refuse  lorry  was 
7,624.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT 

(INFESTATION  ORDER) 

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 

AGT , 1949* 

The  Rodent  Operator  appointed  in  October,  1949, 
has  completed  his  first  full  year's  work  on  the 
district.  The  systematic  search  and  baiting  for 
rats  has  continued,  and  7 parishes  in  the  north  of 
the  district  have  been  surveyed  and  baiting  by 
block  control  and  single  operations  carried  out. 

At  the  same  time  complaints  from  any  part  of  the 
district  have  been  dealt  with  promptly  and  also 
regular  baiting  has  been  carried  out  on  the  Council's 
refuse  tips,  sewage  works  and  sewers.  The  stipulated 
Ministry  method  of  four  prebaiting  days,  one  poisoning 
day  and  one  pick  up  day  was  carried  out  in  the 
maximum  number  of  cases.  Normally,  with  the  poisons 
used  the  majority  of  dead  bodies  are  below  ground. 

It  is  not  the  practice  in  this  district  to  dig  for 
bodies,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  244  bodies 
were  picked  up  during  the  year  on  the  surface  following 
poisoning,  which  gives  some  small  idea  of  the  success 
of  operations. 

The  treatment  is  given  at  premises  other  than 
business  premises.  Business  premises  are  charged  cost 
of  materials  and  labour,  plus  10$  administration 
charges,  plus  travelling  expenses.

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  came 
into  operation  March  Jlst  year,  which 

increased  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority 
to  the  extent  of  being  the  Statutory  Authority  for 
the  enforcement  of  rats  and  mice  destruction  on  all 
civil  lands.  The  Agricultural  Committee  of  the 
County  Council  still  maintain  a pests  department 
prepared  to  make  contracts  with  agriculturalists 
for  the  control  of  pests,  but  the  Local  Authority 
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are  responsible  for  search  on  farms  and  for 
enforcement  where  satisfactory  arrangements  are 
not  made  with  the  County  Council,  private 
contractors  or  by  the  farm  staffs  themselves.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT , 1948 


, ,?he  above  Act  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Local 
Authority  to  make  arrangements  for  burial  or 

cremation  of  persons  dying  in  the  area  under  its 
control,  who  have  no  relatives  and  where  there  is 
no-one  who  will  undertake  burial.  In  October  of 
the  year,  a northern  Irish  labourer  died  in  these 
circumstances.  Instructions  were  given  to  an 
Undertaker  to  carry  out  the  burial,  and  a death 
grant  claim  under  the  Act  was  made.
